Mayor Announces Big 
Public Works Program 


The annual meeting of the ratepay- 
-ers of Wetaskiwin, held on Thursday 
evening last, was not largely attend- 
ed, no doubt owing to the fact that 
an election was not necessary this 
year, and little interest was taken 
in civic affairs. 

_Mayor Toreson presided, and the 
chairmen of the different committees 
submitted their reports as follows: 
Ald. A. A. Ellis, finance; Ald. C. D 
Brman, public works; Ald. R. J. 
Grant, city lands and ltilities; Ald. 
Jas. Scott, police, fire, license and 
markets; Ald. H. Brown, health and 
relief; and Ald. J. I. Poole, parks 
and cemetery. : 

In the summary of the work of the 
public works department, Ald. Enman 
stated the amount paid for street 
lighting for the eleven months of this 
year was $2669.40, while the cost of 
the maintenance of the streets and 
reads was $801.91. The expenditure 
for repairing sidewalks and new cin- 
der walks was $518.06. The total 
estimate for public works for 1933 
was $6345.00, and the actual and esti- 
mated expenditures was $5870.00. The 
amount paid for local labor in the 
public works department up to Nov. 
30th was $2526.00, and it is expected 
that the proposed new work this 
month will bring the amount paid 
loca labor to over $3,000.00. Over 
$1000.00 was paid local labor in the 
work at the gas well. * 

Mayor Toreson, in his address; 
pointed out the remarkable position 
of the city’s finances even in these 
trying times, as compared with ter 
years ago. Then the mill rate was 
62 mills and the city’s debt $449,500, 
whereas at the close of this year, 
after deducting the funds in the 
city’s trust savings account, the net 
debt .of the city. is $149,630,00..5 0.00. 

In 1920 the city owed the Imperial 
Bank on unpaid Icans borrowed dur- 
ing the preceding four years the large 
sum of $69,112.06. Today it does not 
owe the bank one cent. Appropria- 
tions this year were based on an esit:- 
mated ccllection of $50,000.00 of cur- 
rent taxes from a mill rate of 36 
mills) and estimated collection 
from arrears of taxes of $75,000.00. 

For the eleven months 
Was amount received from tax 
arrears, which added to the current 
taxes received to the end of Novem- 
ber gives a total of tax pay- 
meni- received of 358,545.00. General 
receipts added to this derived from 
licenses, rents, saleg of property, etc., 
brings the total receipts up to 
$74,616.00, whereas the total expend- 
itures for the current vear are $73,- 
365.60, leaving a cash surplus of 
$1,251.00 at the end of November. 
With several heavy tax payments 
coming in December before the pen- 
alty is added, Wetaskiwin will have 
completed cne of the most successful 
years in its existence, and will finish 
this year with a substantial surplus. 

Word has just been received from 
Ottawa through the previncial depart- 
ment of public works that an expen- 
diture of $1500.00 for the purpose of 
grading the streets as a relief un- 
employmert provision has been final- 
ly approved which will give employ-

A special expenditure of $4936.00 


was incurred this year in re-condition- 
ing Wetaskiwin’s No. 1 natural gas 
well, this cost being taken care of 
under special fund and the proceeds 
from the revenue derived from the 
gale of the gas.
